Hudson Tuttle the inspired author 
of some of the ablest work on Spir- 
itualism, in reference to this sub- 
ject, very truly says:

the ignorant accept the vague utter- 
ances received from a moving table 
answering, they knew not by what 
force, or of a medium as infallible 
authority, and henceforth their lives 
are tinged by its influence. 

They gain the self conceit of be- 
ing specially ordained for missions, 
they ventilate their insanities from 
the rostrum, they crowd the press 
with their drivlling vagaries, they 
put their conceit into their 
lives, and become insuiferable nuis- 
ances. Hence flows the flood of 
communications from the great de- 
parted which «would disgrace a 
country school boy. as compositions. 

Their bad grammar and rudestyde 
might be refered to imperfect con- 
trols, but they havea singular want 
of common sense and ideas, and the 
skeptic pertinently inquires of 
Washington, Webster, Clay and Par- 
ker have become drivelling idiots; 
if any cause be capable of bring- 
ing the worthy individuals to earth 
one would think the communica- 
tions, to which their names have 
been affixed were sufficient, it is: 


not to be supposed for a moment _ 


that those worthies dictated such 
messages, possibly they may com- 
municate, but if they do, they as- 
suredly will stamp their individual- 
ity cn their sentences, and not con- 
tent themselves with the stereo- 
typed teance rigmarole, with here 
and there an old platitude glittering 
in comparison with the surround- 
ing verbiage, 

Such minds are not in harmony 
with wisdom, and can no more ap- 
preciate true words and sentiments, 
than an ear out of key with the 
melody of one of Beethoven’s son- 
atas can appreciate its beauty. 

They are often so ignorant, con- 
that they can- 
not understand, that any attentiou 
their inane productions attracts, 
only serves to show their folly ina 
stronger light. 

Nothing but the simple truth, 
that human nature asserts its su- 
premacy in defence of forms of 
faith, that the ever active spirit in 
man is constantly striving for the 
attainment of higher purposes, and 
though his efforts ina majority of 
instances, are ill directed and end 
in strife and discord, yet out of this 
inharmony are those concrete ideas 
which become jewels of truth and 
knowledge, and which, sooner or 
later are estimated at their real 
value by mankind. 

These antagonismsand bickerings 
are inseparable from human asso- 
ciations; they are the perverted ex- 
pressions of the universal desire for 
and tendency to progression, and ét 
is better that this form of expres- 
sion should exist, then apathy and 
blind obedience to self-constituted 
religious authority should univer- 
sally prevail.

AUSTRALASIA, TALKING 
“ABOUT OUR NEIGHBORS. 


o» BY LAURA G. FIXEN 


. Dunedin, N. Z. Feb. 20, 1904. 
Australasia. proper, includes the 


: five: States of Australia (Queensland 


New South Wales, Victoria, South 
and West Australia,) also Tasmania 
and New Zealand. 

New South Wales is the mother 
country, having been settled first, 
as early as 1787, when England ex- 
tended a period of military and des- 
potic government, adapted only to 
the circumstances of a penal settle- 
ment, until 1823 when a Governor 
was appointed and a legislature 
elected. 

Gradually, the possessions of 
England increased until 1840, when 
Capt. Hobson with the consent of 
the natives of New Zealand, pro- 
claimed the sovereignty of Queen 
Victoria over these Islands. 

The generous slice of possessions 


__ Bhilosophicat dourhai. ; ae E 
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governed by England here, are 
three: 38,077,377 square miles or 
1,069,521,650 acres, nearly as much 
as the entire Europe, which con. 
tains 3,742,000 ' square miles, aad 
considering the fact that England, 
Scotland Ireland comprise only 
121,305 square miles, its modesty 
will be appreciated. 


The population of <Australiasia, . 


is 158,000 “Aborigines and about 
4, 544,000 Colonists, or two pesons 
to square mile, while America has 
9, and Europe has 100 inhabitants 
to each square mile. | 

Nearly 95 peř cent of the Colon- 
ists are of British origin, the bal- 
ance are mostly German. The next 
in point of numbers are Chinese, of 
which there are 386 tnousand, but 
these gradually decrease, as the 
“immigration restriction act” pro- 
vides for the exclusion of any per- 
son who cannot write a passage of 
fifty words in a European language 
specified by an officer of Customs. 

Ina country nearly as large as 
the U. S., è variety of climate will 


naturally be found. 1,145,000 


square miles of the northern part 
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of Australia lies within the Tropic 
of Capricorn, settled nearly alto- 
gether by Aborigines, the climate 
being too hot for Colenists. 

Australasia as a whole, has a 
milder climate than corresponding 
lands in the Northern Hemisphere. 
During July, which is the coldest 
month, one halt of this country has 
a Mean Temperature, ranging from 
410 degress to 60 degress and the 
other half from 64 to 80 degrees 
Fahr., while during December the 
warmest Summer month, te tem- 
perature ranges from 50 degress to 
above 95 decress Fahr., one half of 
Australasia having a Mean Temper- 
ature below 83 degree. 

Pariiament is a ruling power, 
with an upper and. lower house 
elected by the people. The seat of 
Parliament for Australia is at Mel- 
bourne and for New Zealand at 
Wellington. Each is presided over 
by a Governor appointed by the 
King of England. It is well worthy 
of mention that so far no public 
official, not even an Alderman has 
ever been known to disgrace his 
office by accepting a bribe in return 
for his support. The women vote 
as well as the men for members of 
Parliament, while the Municipal 
franchise is extended only to tax 
payers, or renters of property, re- 
gardlessof sex. Every voter has a 
number on the election roll, and if 
not able to be present can vote by 
mail. . 

There are nearly a hundred thou- 
sand more men than women ana 
still only 382 per cent of the women 
are married. They have univers- 
ally large families, from eight to 
twenty children. Divorces are al- 
most unknow and less than one per 
cent. Special attention is paid to: 
education and no child allowed ta: 
go to work, until granted a certifi- 
cate from the school, showing that 
it has reached a certain proficiency. 
in reading, writing and spelling 
which may be attained at the age 
of thirteen. The Government also 
maintains special classes for the 
manual and technical instruction of 
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ing, laundry work, sw imming and. 
life saving, first aid aud ambulance.
